The Present Rails, Which Are Vehi­ 
cle-Wreckers, Shou ld Be Cast 
In the Scrap Pile. 


If there are a dozen tax pay ers in 
Sedalia who wou ld not like to see 
a flat rail pu t down by the street 
car company when Ohio street is re­ 
pav ed the D e m o cr at has not been 
able to locate them. 
The almost 
u nanimou s sentiment,so fat as repre­ 
sentativ es of this paper hav e been 
able to learn, is in fav or of the 
change, and if the owners of the 
railway conserv e the interests of 
the pu blic the objectionable rails 
now in u se will be consigned to the 
scrap pile and flat rails su bstitu ted. 
D e m o cr at repo rters y esterday 
interv iew ed a number o f represent­ 
ativ e citizens o n the subject, and 
fo llo w in g will be fo und the gist o f 
their utterances : 
Ira Hinsdale— By all means let 
the present rails, that hav e ru ined 
m any a v ehicle, be replaced by ilat 
rails. 
J . D. Hail^— By all means flat 
rails shou ld be su bstitu ted. 
The T 
rail now u sed is a nu isance. 
C. E. Messerly — Ohio street is 
too narrow for T rails to be u sed. 
They shou ld be taken u p and u sed 
some other place on the line and 
flat rails su bstitu ted. 
T. B. Anderson— No other than 
a flat rail 
shou ld be considered 
when the blocks are torn u p for re-1 
pav ing on Ohio street. 
J . H. Bothwell— W hen the fran­ 
chise was first granted I stood ou t 
for two things— that the company 
shou ld pay for the pav ing between 
^ ^ a nd eighteen inches on the ou tside 
of the rails, and shou ld also be re­ 
qu ired to pu t down modern rails, 
su ch as are u sed in the larger cities. 
I still stand by these two proposi­ 
tions, and when Ohio street is re­ 
pav ed I want to see a flat rail su b­ 
stitu ted for the present T rail. The 
city cou ncil has the control of the 
streets and alley s and shou ld act in 
the matter. 
E. R . Blair— I am in fav or of a 
flat rail, as is ev ery other man who 
driv es a bu ggy along Ohio street.

F. B. Mey er— I hav e heard that 
the company intend pu tting down 
a flat rail and I hope it is tru e.

to the ex pense of pu tting down a 
flat rail. 
The new management 
has already been to large ex pense, 
has giv en u s new cars, and I don’t 
think we shou ld crowd them as 
some propose. 
C. A. Gu enther— I am in fav or 
of the rail that does not wreck v e­ 
hicles, call It 'by what name y ou 
please. 
Ju dge J. X. Daiby — A flat rail 


by all means. 
The people who 
driv e demand it. 
It is ju st as 
cheap 
the other and mu ch more 
desirable. 
Tiie cou ncil shou ld see 
that we gel it. 
Jacob Zu nz— W e w'ant a flat 
rail. 
Edw ard Hu rley — I am decidedly 
in fav or of the flat rail, bu t I hav e 
seriou s dou bts abou t getting it at 
present. 
I do not know, bu t hav e 
been told the rails wou ld hav e to 
be fu rnished on a special order, 
and, if so. it wou ld likely delay the 
pav ing of Ohio street. 
Ev en if 
the change is not made, the present 
rails, when relaid with the new 
pav ing, will not be near as objec­ 
tionable as they now are, as the 
ou tside will be perfectly ev en with 
the bricks, and no great incon­ 
v enience will be ex perienced in 
driv ing bu ggies across the track. 
Chas. F. Boy st— If a flat rail had 
been pu t down in the first place 
the hose cart wou ld not hav e been 
ov ertu rned in front of my place a 
cou ple of y ears ago and Barney 
Cu rran wou ld not hav e su ffered 
seriou s inju ry .

Accomplishments That Come Natural to 
the Nativ es. 
The Sou th sea mother has very lit­ 
tle cau se to woriy^ when her baby has 
reached the reptilian or crawling ag e. 
In her hou se there are no stairs ibr 
the ventu resome infant to 
tu mble 
down. If he crawls to the edg e of the 
hou se he can crawl ou t of doors with­ 
out harm, for there is no break in the 
level. 
If he g oes on a creeping ex­ 
ploration of the path there are no ani­ 
mals or wheels to bring bru ises and 
bu mps and even worse haps. Happy, 
indeed, is the hardy crawler when he 
covers Üic narrow distance from his 
home to the beach, for there is a bank 
of soft, warm sand to play in. 
The 
next stag e Is to crawl from the soft 
warmth of the su pporting sand into 
the }delding warmth of the still wa­ 
ter. 
Natiire intended the 
hu man 
form to float, and, knowing no better, 
the wee Kanaka lets natu re have her 
way. The same motions which propel 
thé crawling baby on shore tu rn him 
into the swimming baby in the sea. 
From swimming baby to swimming 
man or woman there is no alteration 
of style. There i* no overhead stroke, 
no breast stroke, nothing bu t 
the 
crawling motion with which every 
fou r-limbed animal s wims. It is noth­ 
ing bu t the dog paddle,which civilized 
swimmers deride, bu t, I^mrflied at as 
the stroke may he, it scj \ t s the tu rn 
of the strong estand long est swimmers 
in the world. Ko one, no matter how 
g ood Ms stroke may he in theory and 
in swimming school practice, no one 
bu t a Sou th sea islander wou ld start 
ou t hopefu lly on a swim over 20 miles 
of ocean between two islands. Scores 
of instances are known in which the 
Kanaka has covered that distance, 
starting witii a cocoanu t slu ng abou t 
his neoK as a national combination of 
haversack and canteen, food and drink 
in the same parcel. 
It is only su ch confident swimmers 
who may ventu re on the thrilling 
fsport of su rf riding .- The Samoans 
ride the su rf in canoes. Itcan be done 
only in a lag oon w^hicli has a wide reef 
passag e to the sea, and is possible only 
when a heavy sea on the ocean is set­ 
ting rig ht into the mou th of the pass. 
'When that happens old and you ng 
g et ou t the canoes and lie ju st u nder 
the reef u ntil 
monster wave is seen 
approaching . 
There is a hu rry to g et 
into position on the forward slope of 
the wave, and the paddles dig like mad 
to keep that place u ntil the breaking 
wave lands tne canoe on the beach. 
If a man is slow with his paddle ilie 
crest of the wave passes u nder liim 
and he loses the thrilling ru sh shore­ 
ward. If he makes a slip in steering 
the canoe is u pset and there is a 
chance that i.he ou trig g er will break 
his head by w^ay of reminder thn c su rf 
riding is an art. Those who make the 
ride are entitled to the wild crics of 
delig ht with which they sig nalize fhe 
feat. 
The g reat Hawaiian beaches sel­ 
dom are protected bv a barrier reef, 
therefore Die su rf riding i.s not to be 
done there in canoes.. Kaoii swimTner 
has a stou t board, long er than b irnself 
by abou t two or three feet and abou t 
fcwm feet broad. 
With this he swims 
seaward, diving u nder ihe incoming 
waves u ntil ho reaches the place where 
the rollers beg in to form. 
Here he 
watches the sea, lying flat u pon his 
board. WDien the hirg est roller beg ins 
to swell into sliape he endeavors to 
oaddle his board backwnard with his 
nands into the face of tlie forming 
comber. If he times it ju st rig lrc the 
wave picks him u p and shoots him like 
an arrow to the beach, where the 
board, expertly handled, lands ju st 
even with the last bu bbles at the edg e 
of the dry sands. 
Su rf riding after 
the Hawaiian fashion is extrcmelv 
simple when performed with pen and 
ink, bu t the svhminer who trios it at 
Waikiki when there is any son of sea 
tu mbling in from the sou th isoillicr 
overwhelmed in the roller or parts 
company with his board to iearn the 
adamantine solidity of hen eh sand 
when a W'ou ld-he rider essays to plow 
it u p with any portion of his anatomy. 
Kecessarily the art cannot he learned 
in still water, tlicrefore ilio learner 
mu st take chances on coming tt? g rief 
u nder severe conditions. 
1'be vliole 
knack of it lies in a dou ble distribu ­ 
tion of the weig lit of ihe body on the 
su rf board. I t is cs.sential to keep the 
board tnily at rig ht ang le? with the 
swelling face of the wave. The laiicr 
feat k accomplished partly l)v rlic ( v- 
qu isite molding of the board to ^iiit 
the owner and partly by adju st i tig !ii' 
own }xisition on the b< ard to seo^m^ 
the rig bt balance.

A FRENCH PENAL SHIP. 


Floating Prison Which Conv eys Conv icts 
to Colonies. 
The French transport ship Cale- 
donie is an object of mu ch cu riosity. 
This g rim sea pri.son annu allj' conveys 
alx)u t 2,000 sou ls from the land of the 
living —^the g ay French repu blic—to 
an endu ring death on the^ Safety is­ 
lands. 
The Caledonic is an iron ship of 
4,000 tons. 
For the last ten years, 
says the Atlanta Jou rnal, it has been 
in the employ of Die French g overn­ 
ment transporting criminals from 
France and Alg eria to the penal col­ 
onies on the Safety islands, 30 miles 
off the coast of French Gu iana. 
Fou r steel cag es, each with a capac­ 
ity of 150, are ready for the male pris­ 
oners as they come aboard, while a 
mu ch smaller one, capable of holding 
only 31 persons, is su fficient for the 
female convicts. 
This latter cag e is 
in ihe aft of the ship, and is widely 
separated from the others. The wom­ 
en arc treated with a g reat deal more 
consideration than the men. 
They 
have reg u lar berths and are g iven bet­ 
ter fare. 
The men sleep in canvas 
hammocks and arc g iven the ordinary 
seamen’s ration, which is su bstantial 
if not elaborate. 
A very interesting featu re and one 
hondble to contemplate is the facility 
witli which the steam can be u sed 
u pon the convicts shou ld they at­ 
tempt to take possession of the ship. 
Pipes are so arrang ed that were su ch 
an attempt to be made it wou ld be pos­ 
sible for the officers of the vessel to 
scald every prisoner to death in less 
time than it wou ld take to cou nt 
them. 
Capt. Dano never has had 
su ch a case arise on lioard his ship, 
bu t it often liecomcs necessary to g ive 
them a little steam to qiieli discon­ 
tent. 
As a ru le, however, the 8 0 
g u ards who are reg u larly detailed for 
service on board are su ificient to keep 
the prisoners docile. 
Shou ld an ou tbreak at any time oc­ 
cu r a sig nal of alarm calls*^all hands 
to Die midship section of the vessel, 
and then all the ladders leading to the 
u pper deck of this section are clravm 
np, the lower doors barricaded, and 
the rig htfu l commanders 
have 
a 
qu ickly improvised, bu t a strong fort, 
wliicli embraces the boiler and en­ 
g ine-room, the arsenal and j)rovision- 
rooms, the officers’ headqu arters, the 
cliart and stcering -rooins and Die 
bridg e. 
Tlie convicts cannot come 
near enoiig lFto scale the walls or bat­ 
ter down the doors on accou nt of Die 
scalding stcam, wliilcfrom Die fortress 
Die g u ards and crew can shoot Diem 
as they appear. 


THE PRINCESS AND HER KODAK

in a Railroad Bridge. 
For some years now the princess of 
Wales has been in the habit of taking 
a kodak abou t wiDi her in the Sand­ 
ring ham district.

Inqu iries were set on 
foot, and it was fou nd that eng ine 
drivers had been complaining of an 
alarming movement when they passed 
over this point. A thorou g h investi­ 
g ation of the stru ctu re being made, it 
was discovered that the defect had 
only been detected ju st in time to pre­ 
vent a seriou s disaster. It is not often 
that a royal pastime leads to su ch an 
important discovery.
